In Kansas a 
Farmers’ Alliance has been organ- 
ized, capital not stated ; it is to ep- 
erate on the same line; farmers are 
to consign their corn to it instead 
ot shipping it to the regular deal- 
ers, and it is te make advances and 
hold the stuff until a favorable op- 
portunity occurs to realize on it. 
Finally, Senator Vance of North 
Carolina has introduced into the 
Senate a bill for the establishment 
of Goyernment warehouses in 
every agricultural county ; farmers 
are to ship their wheat, corn, cot- 
ton and tobacco to these ware- 
houses and to receive from the 
warehouseman Treasury notes for 
85 per cent. of its market value; 
when the market suits, the Gov- 
ment is to sell the produce and ac- 
count for the proceeds. ' 

It is not likely, says the Call, 
that Senator Vance’s bill will com- 
mand the attention of Congress. 
In these late years the Federal 
Government has been invited to 
embark into many curious adven- 
tures; but this is the first time 
that it has been seriously proposed 
to make it a wheatsharp. As to 
the other schemes for emancipat- 
ing the farmer from the control of 
the middleman, they commend 
themselves to approval from the 
standpoint of theory. As a matter 
of principle, there is no excuse for 
the existence of a vast crowd of 
persons who’ make their living by 
intervening between the producer 
and the consumer of food. If they

Abrabam’s Oak was found. to belong to, ~ 
Quercus pseude-coccifera, which, to 
quote.from Sir Joseph’s paper, “is by 
far the most abundant tree throughout 
Syria, covering the rocky hills, of Pales- 
tine, especially, with a dense brush wood 
of trees, eight to twelve feet high, 
branching from the base, thickly cov- 
ered with small evergreen rigid leaves, 
and bearing acerns copiously. On Mount 
Carmel it forms -nine-tenths of the 
shrubbery vegetation, and it is almost 
equally abundant on the west flanks of 
the Antilebanon and many of the slopes 
and valleys. of Lebanon. Owing to the 
indiscriminate destruction of the forests 
in Syria, this oak rarely attains its full 
size. The gircumference of the trunk of 
“Abraham’s Oak” is given as twenty- 
three feetand thediameter of the spread 
of the branches as ninety feet. 

Quercus pseudo-coccifera is an ever- 
green species with the general appear- 
ance of the ilex of Southern Europe, 
and closely related, botanically, to Q. 
coccifera, a common and widely distrib- 
uted scrub oak of Southern Europe and 
of Algeria; indeed, Hooker was of the 
opinion that the two plants were merely 
geographical varieties of the same 
species.—Garden and Forest.

Still, if the farmers have the cap- 
ital necessary, there is no reason 
why they should not try the co- 
operative system and hire a man 
well versed in trade to conduct the 
business of marketing their pro- 
ducts. Sooner or later the wine- 
makers of California will have to 
adopt some such plan as this te 
protect themselves from the com- 
petition of makers of spurious 
wine, and, if the wine-makers, why 
not the wheat-raisers?

CORBETT, THE PUGILIST. 
An Interesting interview by & 
“* Gazette’’ rter. 
Monday night’s east-bound train

leans on February 17th. The young 
pugilist was interviewed by a GazeTTE 
reporter on the train on his past life 
and present and future plans. Mr. 


| Corbett is but 23 years of age, weighs 


195 pounds. and stands 6 feet 11¢ 
‘inches. in his stocking feet. He has a 
very small hand and>looks anything 
but a prize-fighter. He has a pleasant 
face and a light complexion, but a 
close observer can notice a sort of a 
gwing in his gait so characteristic of 


;ithe ring. He said that for six years 
‘| he was a clerk in the Nevada Bank at 
| San Francisco and about three years 


he joined the Olympic Club and 
soon aprelnesa so reacdes science in the 
manly art that he could easily “knock 
out’? any one who put the gloves on 
with him and acquired a taste for the 
sport. He had a few fights on this 
coast and whipped his men so easily 
that he attracted attention, throughout 
the East that led to a match with Kil- 
rain. “t 
Mr. Corbett went to New Orleans 
und did not know a single soul. 
On the way h® met John W. Mackay, 
his old employer, who asked him 
where he was going, and he replied 
“to New Orleans to fight Kilrain.’’

Mr.-Mackay advised him to go back 
home.or he would get killed. ‘‘Why,”’ 
said Mr. Mackay, ‘‘Kilrain will do 
ou up in one round.”’ Corbett said 
he not, and went on his way 
to méet ‘‘the second best man in the 
world.’”’ ; 
Immediately on his arrival in the 
Crescent City he went into training by 
employing a man to rub hinn; 
looked after his own condition ir other 
respects. In five days after his ar- 
rival he walked into the hall tomeet 
Kilrain in a six-round contest. The 
audience cheered him to the echo, for 
they did not think it possible for ‘‘the 
boy’’ todo much with so experienced 
aman as Kilrain. But in six rounds 
Corbett succeeded in Closing both Keét- 
rain’s eyes and punishing him go ef- 
fectively that he did not leave his 
room for two days, and, pocketing the 
$2,500 he had won, he returned to 
San Francisco. *2 ‘ 
He is on his way east, where he will 
give exhibitions of his skill in all the 
the leading cities, and then return to 
the Olympic, with whom he has an 
engagement. 
When asked by the reporter if he 
would likely meet Sullivan or Jackson 
in the ring any time soon, he replied: 
‘*No, not until I am at least two 
ear older and weigh more than I do, 
or I think Sullivan can whip me now, 
but in a couple of years I will give him 
a rattle, for then I will be as heavy as 
he is and will have more ‘experience. 
If I were going to meet either of them 
to-morrow, however, I would much 
prefer to meet Sullivan than Jackson, 
for,’”’ said he, ‘‘if 1 should succeed in 
whipping Jackson, I would still have 
the best man in the world to down.”’ 
Corbett is very elever with his props 
and as quick as the quickest of them, 
and has a bright future before him, if 
there is any bright future standing up 
and being hammered in the* face, ribs 
and stomach by pugilists from every 
part of the world.

STRANGE PAINTINGS.

Rocks in New Mexico. 

’ There has recently been discovered, 
according to the Philadelphia Times, 
near Dona Ana, N. M., on the banks of 
the Rio Grande, a stone bearing the rec- 
ord in a series of pictures of an Indian 
fight between two tribes. The pictures, 
which are painted in bright red on the 
face of the rock, which is nearly flat, 


show them to be the work of amore! @ 


skiliful hand than was common among 


the Indians, and betrays even a slight | 


perception of perspective which is en- 
tirely unique. The lasting qualities of 
the paint manufactured by the Indians, 
the secret of which has never been dis- 
“govered, are well known, weather and 
time producing no perceptible effect 
upon it, but actually seeming to deepen 
and intensify it. 

The exact date of the inscription is, of 
course, not to be arrived at, but from the 
half-buried condition of the stone and 
other marks itis safe to suppose that it 
is at least three hundred years old, if 
not of much more remote antiquity. Its 
great age is proved further by there be- 
ing no knowledge of such a tremendous 
fight as is here represented since the 
coming of the white man to this region. 

On being questioned on the subject, 
however, an old Indian called Bobby 
One-Eye, who is well known in these 
parts, and whoclaims to be 110 years 
old, declared that he had heard of a 
great battle that occurred ‘‘longa, longa 
ago,” far to the west. So vague was he, 
though, that it was easy to see that he 
merely repeated an old tradition. The 
pictures are eight in number and di- 
vided from each other by lines into 
chapters of the history of the event. 
Bobby One-Eye seemed perfectly fathil- 
iar with this style of writing and réad- 
ily translated the inscription. 

The first picture represents the figure 

of an Indian bravyé, decorated with 
feathers and armed with tomahawk, 
bow and quiver. Beneath the warrior 
are five hundred minute strokes which 
tell the number of fighting men in the 
tribe. The second picture is that ofa 
bird flying toward the setting sun. 
This, Bobby said, shows that their jour- 
ney was tothe westward. In smaller 
figures are the new moon 
buck, which gives the time as being in 
the first quarter of the buck moon, an- 
swering to July. The third.picture con- 
sists of seven suns and as many stars, 
which indicates that they were seven 
days and nights on the way. 

The next picture is that of the sun 
rising overa number of wigwams and a 
hand pointing with three fingers to a 
crouching panther. According to the 
interpretation of the Indian this signi- 
fies that they arrived at the habi- 
tation of their enemies at sunrise and 
then lay in wait three-days. The fifth 
picture shows where their enemies, 
numbering 800, were surprised while 
asleep. This is told by the wigwams, 
near which lies a man sleepiny and be- 
neath him that number of strokes. 
They killed with the tomahawk 200 of 
the foe and took fifty prisoners. The 
sixth picture shows this by a head cloven 
with a tomahawk with 200 lines be- 
neath, and aman with his hands and 
feet bound and fifty lines. That their 
own loss was 178 is 
the seventh picture by a head so num- 
bered, and inclosed in a bow, whith was 
the emblem of honor. The eighth 
picture shows their triumphal march 
back toward the rising sun, their ene- 
mies in full flight, which is represented 
by a flight of broken arrows in the op- 
posite direction and the huts of the van- 
quished in flames. The stone is a large, 
upright one, worn smooth by the action 
of water in some past age, andis fully 
twenty-five feet in height by sixteen 
wide. ‘The pictures begin near the top, 
extending to within four feet of the 
base. It is a subject for speculation 
how the artist suspended or elevated 
himself so as to be able to paint the first 
four or five of his sketches: The stone 
was nearly buried under the sand and 
earth, and its inscription was only acci- 
dentally discovered by a Mexican ranch- 
man of the neighborhood, who, catch* 
ing a glimpse of the red paint, scraped 
away enough of the soil to see that,it 
was the work of man. 


WOMEN IN INDIA. 


Occupations Pursued by Hindoo Females 
—A Creditable Showing. 

There are 124,409 mercantile women 
in India. 

The section devoted to lawyers in- 
cludes ten women only. 

Women as “officers of the National 
Governmcnt” number 6,352. 

Eight hundred and sixty-five women 
are officers of independent States and 
governments. 

Three thousand four hundred and six- 
ty-four women appear as authors and 
literary persons. 

No fewer than 17,764 women figure as 
“officers of municipal, local and village 
government.” 

The respectable total. of 94,251 women 
appear as clergy, ministers, priests, 
church and temple officers. 

Twenty-seven thousand seven hundred 
and forty-one women are employed in 
the construction of houses and other 
buildings. 

As physicians, surgeons and druggists, 
without any possibility of a qualifica- 
tion of a menial kind, there are 75,239 
women set down. 

‘There are 358 employedin the build- 
ing of ships, 13,799 workers in precious 
metals and stones, 354,721 in stone and 
clay and 5,244,206 simply classed as 
‘‘laborers,”

ulated as artists, 19,681 as musicians,
